In the enclose page from his. book he does not even mention that case 
rf/iile supposedly thanking them. This also is typical of Mm iijwhat interests me in Ms 
current book. 

Why he would state that he\ent to three different law schools is to me provocative, 
as it is that the Lartindale Ilubbell directory said h^ ent to a tiny and little - 
known one so far from the fine ones whefe he live. *'>•' 

He exaggerates also about what does not seem entirely normal, Ms going to a very 
large and important firm from law school, even for the drudge work ho did, in an IBM

Of course I wondered 
whether in tliis he served other interests, with Wiesontlial and with the rest of us. 



His going out of liid way and without scaring any~~iie4 need ox his book to defame 
v/iesenthal is wliat led me to believe that you might have air ady done some research 
on tills man I regard as a ^udenrat. 

It also occrcd to ho that after his Iiengele appeared there not only was an end to 
any interest in iA ongol« There soem.d to bn a marked decrease in any interest in those 
/anted ilasis still alive, mid then I wondered, if tills is true, if any special inter- 
est is served by that# 

Perhaps what I enclose referring to ids client (s) may indicate to you where you 
may find some research material on file or may lead you to suggest where I may find 
it, if others liad any such interest.

11 knd 
that, obviously, a Iso jp r vc$ Jo the r interests. i\x id that is of special interest to me, not 
only for this book, either. 

Except for tlio cliapter on 1dm as a p.-rson, his public record, the draft is completed.
